2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

All claims I- 1 1 'meet the requirements of PCT Articles 33(2)-33(3). The closest prior art is WO 99/37635. The compounds 
disclosed in WO 99/37635 are quinoline antibacterials. but are different from the compounds according to the invention, because 
substituent "A" in formula (I) of WO 99/37635 cannot be a ring, where a ring is required in the corresponding position in compounds 
according to the invention. 

Additionally, compounds of formula (I) in WO 99/37635 must possess a piperidine ring, wherein in compounds according to the 
invention, the corresponding nitrogen atom cannot be pari of a ring structure. 

The compounds according to the invention are antibacterial agents, and therefore have industrial applicability as pharmaceuticals. 

Claims 1-11 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry. 
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
